KOBZ, the assassin of President MoKin 
.ey, was sentenced to be pnt to death 
by electrocution in Auburn state prison 
sometime during the week beginning 
October 28th, 1901. 
Before sentence 


was passed the prisoner evinced a de 
eire to ^peak, but oould not get his 
voice above a whisper and his words 
were repeated to the court by his conn 
sel. "There was no one else but me, 
the prisoner said in a whisper. 
"No 


one else told me to do it and no one 
paid me. I was not told anything 
about the crime and I never thought 
anything about it until a couple of 
days before I committed the crime. 
Ozolgotz sat down after making his 
statement. He was quite calm, but it 
was evident that his mind WBB flooded 
with thoughts of bis own distreaa. 
After sentence had been pronounced 
Czolgoez was hurried down stairs and 
through the tunnel to the jail, where 
he will remain until removed to Auburn 
to pay the penalty of his crime.

She Learns In a Tank. 


This summer's girl will know how to 


swim if one may judge hy the number 
of young women to be found in thf 
Turkish bath tanks at unnaturally 
early hours in the morning practicing 
fancy strokes or sometimes taking les- 
eons from an attendant. 
' Oddly enough, these girls say they 
Varu.more quickly in the tanks than at 
Jfe regular swimming schools. At the 
Schools most of the teachers nso cork 
floats or trolley belte, and for some rea- 
son or other women fail to gain con 11- 
deuco while they have these artificial 
supports. 


"I don't believe in thc cork floats," 


laid a Turkish bath attendant who 
lumbers many New York 
women 


fmong her swimming pupils. "They 
give some aid In acquiring the proper 
movements, but they fail to give the 
learner confidence in herself nt the very 
beginning. Once she has learned with 
a belt she must begin and learn all 
over again without it. 


"The best way Is to learn in a tank 


before going Into deep water at all. The 
very first lesson in swimming is to 
make the pupil confident. If &he strikes 
out in a tank, she knows that if she 
goes under she has only to pick hemelf 
up again. 
1 "Sometimes I have stretched a rope 
half way across the tank and have 
shown the learner that It is possible to 
reach it from the steps by pushing the 
foot back against the steps as one 
starts. O«pe this has been done suc- 
cessfully and the swimmer has caught 
the rope at the end of the drive she has 
learned an important lesson—that is, 
that the water will bear her up if the 
body is properly poised. 


"Women learn to swim easily enough, 


but they are slow in acquiring style. 
They will not go slowly enough, and 
they never, or at least very rarely, un- 
derstand the impetus that sends the 
body along through the water. They 
flepend too much on the hands and legs. 
But style in swimming means much 
besides being graceful, for it indicates 
courage, coolness, self confidence and a 
thorough enjoyment of the exercise. 


"Women soon learn to use their arms 


gracefully, but their 5eg movements 
are wild arid terrible. To cure this I 
have often had swimmers hold on to 
the side rail of the tank and practice 
the leg stroke only. Sometimes I take 
the pupil's feet in my hands and move 
the limbs automatically in the proper 
time, counting for each movement.

.the impetus given by .the kick. Most 
women part the hands immediately on 
touching them and thus waste force 
and retard their progress."—New York 
Sun.

The success- 
ful general, who usually succeeds to 
the presidency, sometimes settles his 
differences with the leaders of the van- 
quished by exiling them or having 
them stood up against an adobe wall 
before a Ule of soldiers, shot and buried 
wJaere they fall—usually tbe latter. 


"While at tbe capital of one of these 


states shortly after the termination of 
a revolution I made the acquaintance 
of the president and several of his offi- 
cers, as 1 speak Spanish fluently. One 
morning as I was passing the entrance 
to the palace I encountered an officer, 
a colonel, just as he emerged from the 
portico. lie greeted mo pleasantly and 
asked mo if I would care to accompany 
him- to the barracks, about a quarter 
of a milo distant, saying that one of 
tho leaders of the just finished revolu- 
tion had been unexpectedly captured 
in the mountains, brought to the capi- 
tal and was to be executed at noon by 
ordor of the president. 


"lie had, he said, since the revolu- 


tionist was related to him by familj 
tics and bccAuse he personally stood 
high in the favor of the president, vain 
ly interceded to secure the prisoner's 
release or commutation of sentence to 
banishment. The president, however 
had ordered tho execution to proceed 
and as be (the colonel) Avas in com 
maud of the barracks it became hi 
painful duty to personally carry ou 
the order. 


"I assented, as I had never seen a 


execution, nud, though I pitied the vie 
tim, I knew that anything I could d 
would not have him, excusing my cou 
science on that ground. 


"Arriving in the courtyard of th 


barracks, 1 observed a lilt of soldier 
standing :it rest a .short distance frou 
a high adobe wall, close to which stoo 
a man of middle age calmly smoking 
cigarette. 
Beyond a quick glance ; 


the colonel's immovable features 1 
betrayed no sigu of recognition or o 
tho peril of his position. lie mu 
have known of course that tbe lattei 
mission had been a fruitless one. Tl 
cxei utlon was set at 12 o'clock noo 
A young lieutenant stood idly by lea 
lug ou the hilt of his drawn saber. I 
was then live minutes of the hour. 


"The colonel informed the lloutenn 


that he had left another friend of t 
condemned man 
-w ith tho preside! 


nud it was agreed if the preside 
yielded to his pleadings he would ste 
out on one iJ." the little balconies pccu 
lar lo all Spanish buildings and d 
charge a pKtol. All present heard t 
colonel's remarks. Including the in 
against tho wall, and all eyes sout, 
the balcony of the palace, which oi 
slight rise of ground could be plai 
seen iu the clear, tropical sunlight. 


"To uie the suspense brought on 


nervous chill which was decidedly 
pleasant. 
The doomed man 
puffed 


quietly at his cigarette, and the little, 
undersized soldiers arrayed themselves 
in straight line as the colonel, watch iu 
hand, stood near to give the fatal word. 
The lieutenant raised his sword pre- 
paratory to makiug a quick downward 
sweep as he would give the word to 
Ere. 


"Ou the other side of the barracks 


was the old mission or cathedral to be 
found in every Spanish town, with 
its bells in the tower which tolled the 
hours. At about one minute before 
12 the colonel said: 


" 'It's not 12 o'clock until the last 


stroke Is struck, lieutenant.' 


"Just as lie iinished the first stroke 


of the doep, mellow old bell rang out 
on the still, hot atmosphere. The con- 
demned mau dropped his cigarette to 
the ground, turned a ghastly pallor, but 
straightened his figure upright and full 
to the soldiers who were then lined up, 
with rifles cocked, pointed at his heart. 
The colonel shifted his eyes from his 
watch to tho balcony. 


"It seemed an hour to me as the 


strokes slowly sounded two, three, 
four, five, six, and then as the seventh 
stroke uas reverberating we saw the 
figure of a man leap through the win- 
dow on the balcony, and a tiny puff of 
white smoke ascended from his up- 
lifted arm. 


"The colonel cried out sharply: 'At- 


tention! 
Right about face; march!' 


The lieutenant slipped his sword in its 
scabbard with a snap, drew the in- 
evitable package of cigarettes from his 
blouse, nnd as the pardoned man ran 
toward us nnd claspedhlsrclatlvegrate- 
fully in his arms he was politely offer- 
ed si cigarette from the hand which 
the moment previous had been raised 
to give the signal of his death. 


"I afterward learned that tho friend 


whom the colonel hnd left at the pal- 
ace wtis one of the most prominent 
merchants in the country, who had 
furnished n considerable portion of the 
funds with which Iho revolution bad- 
been conducted, nnd thnt at the last 
momeni the president had consented 
to h'!» demand for tho release of the 
pririontT."—Washington Star.
